the error of one of ils clerks, Ihcre is 
no redress except .through action of 
tin1 leg-isl-ature itself -us regards any 
other legislation.

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Centenary of Naval Duel. 


Types of Fighters Who Are Keeping the Spark 


Of War Alive In the Bellicose Balkan States. 


A naval duel unique in hislory was IVm.i(lil f'H' Hoslon h.u- 


bor just a century ago, June 1, 1813, between the United 
States frigate Chesapeake, Capl. Lawrence, and the Hrilish 
frigate Shannon, Capl. Philip Howes Vere Broke, in which the 
latter was victorious. The slory of that historic conflict will 
be treasured as long as men,glory in tales of war. 


At the close of May the Shannon appeared oil' Hoslon har- 


bor, and Capl. Broke wrote a formal challenge lo a naval duel 
and dispatched il to Capl. Lawrence. 
Me challenged Ihe Am 


crican to meet him, "ship lo shi), lo try Ihe fortunes of our re- 
spective flags." . .He added Ilia Lawrence could not take the 
Chesapeake out of Boslon harbor without (be risk of being 
"crushed by Ihe superior force of (he B'i'jtish squadron," and 
gallantly proposed Ihai they meet'in .si'ngle combat, witboul 
the interference of other vessels. 
Accepting Ihe challenge anc 


placing Lieut. Augustus Ludlow as second in command, Capl 
Lawrence in the Chesapeake sailed out from Boston al mid- 
day on Dial lirsl of June a century ago. 
At live o'clock in tliL 


aflernoon Ihe Shannon came up, and Ihe duel commenced. 


The vessels had been engaged only about twelve minutes 


when the Shannon bad'so seriously; iiybred Ihe rigging and 
spars of Ihc Chesapeake that Ihe latter became unmanageable. 
Lawrence had plamled lo lake the wind out of the sails of Ibe 
Shannon, shoot ahead, lay across her bow and rake her wilh 
his guns, Capl. Broke had an equally good plan, and he "got 
his lick in fusi." 
The rigging of Hie two vessels became en- 


tangled, and the Chesapeake was:held in such a .position that 
she was swept wilh terrible ell'ecl by the volleys of the Hrilish 
vessel. 
Lawrence ordered his boarders to charge, .but there 


was some delay, and before the order-could be put inlo effect 
a musket ball struck and mortally wounded Ihe gallant young 
American commander. As be was carried below he said, "Tell 
Ihe men to lire faster, and nol' lo give up Ihe ship; light her lil 
she sinks."* These words, paraphrased lo "IJon'l give up Ihe 
ship," afterward became the bailie-cry of Ibe Americans.
